Offensive of Terrorism to De 
moralize Civilian Population 
of Russia.

New York, May 17—A German of­ 
fensive of terror against the civilian 
population af France and Italy was 
described yesterday by Henry P. Davi­ 
son, on his return from a 12.000-mile 
tour of inspection of Red Cross work 
abroad. 
He is chairman of the Red 
Cross War Council and comes 
back 
to inaugurate the drive for $100,000- 
000. 
“The outstanding feature of Ger­ 
man methodi at the present 
time”, 
he said, 
“is 
the 
effort to terrorize 
women, children 
and 
oil men 
at 
home. 
While the German troops are 
making their drive on the front, air­ 
planes are bombing, nearly 
every 
night, towns 
behind the 
lines, with 
the deliberate and declared purpose 
of terrorizing civilians. 
“The purpose of 
the fight behind 
the lines is to break down the morale 
of tin* civilian population to such a 
point that they will importune their 
governments for peace. It is the most 
dastardly, unrighteous, cruel, devil­ 
ish plan which could be conceived. 
“ It is b alei upon the theory that 
the killing of four children out of five 
will induce the mother to implore her 
government to have the war stopped 
that her fifth child may live. 
It is 
carried on from the English Channel 
to the Swiss border 
and from 
the 
; Swiss border to the Adriatic, and has 
resulted in the maiming of thousands 
of women and children and the driv­ 
ing of hundreds of thousands of ter­ 
ror-stricken (from 
their 
homes 
to 
wherever they might seek refuge. 
“ All of this is accorn{Yarned by the 
most active possible propaganda, es­ 
pecially in Italy, 
designed 
to de­ 
ceive the people and to strike down 
their morale.” 
Mr. Davison 
had 
personal 
expe­ 
rience with German terrorizing of 
civilians from the air at night. He 
was in a town in France when 37 
people were killed an i houses de­ 
molished by a German airplane which 
had stolen through a barrage and flew 
as low as 300 feet. 
American ambu­ 
lance men busied themselves at rescue 
work and the airplane returned and 
bombed them. 
He regards the bomb­ 
ing of Paris by big guns as part of 
the offensive of terror and says that 
the damage to buildings is so slight 
that one might drive about the city 
a week without noticing it unless it 
should be pointe ! out.

The Untrue.—From irrefutable evi 
donee obtained by the New York Times 
correspondent, It Is impossible to close 
one’s eyes to what is going on iii the 
hospitals aud prisoners’ camps In "Ger­ 
many. 
It is a mistake to believe that 
the treatment of prisoners and wound­ 
ed iii Germany has Improved. 
On the 
contrary, it is us bad as it ever was, 
even worse. 
The punishments inflicted are cruel 
and Inhuman. 
As is well known, pris­ 
oners are absolutely dependent u;h>ii 
parcels fur food and clothing. 
A fa­ 
vorite punishment is to withhold these 
from a whole camp or from large IhmI- 
les of prisoners. 
It has been .estab­ 
lished beyond doubt that prisoners are 
employed behind the front and are un­ 
der shellfire, In defiance of The Hague 
agreement of 1917. 
Some prisoners never reach a camp 
in Germany for six months, meanwhile 
receiving no parcels of food. 
Their 
condition on arrival at camp, broken 
down and starving, is pitiable. 
Hawked About Country. 
Tile evidence doesn’t tend to show 
that American prisoners are receiving 
any preferential treatm ent 
It Is re­ 
ported that the first American prison­ 
ers taken were hawked about tin* coun­ 
try. presumably to show them off to the 
populace. 
At Giessen, where, it would 
seem. American prisoners were kept on 
two separate occasions, they were pro­ 
hibited any Intercourse, even by sign 
language, with other 
prisoners 
and 
were not allowed to receive parcels 
or gifts from them. 
British prisoners at Giessen asked 
lf they could give parcels to Ameri­ 
cans and finally received permission 
to do so the following day. 
But the 
next day the American prisoners were 
moved away early In the morning. 
British prisoners were able to de- 
tert Americans who had been captured 
any length of time by their appear 
nnce and by the state of their clothes 
Until parcels for them arrived from 
Berne their state was deplorable. 
A British 
noncommissioned office? 
recently obtained the signatures of 
the first ten Americans raptured and 
tnlk.-d with them. 
These men signed 
the scrap of paper In the hope thnt 
some news of them would reach th* 
outside world. 
They were In poor 
physical 
health 
and

spondent 
Some of the Evidence.

boat It Is, of course, Impossible to tell, < 
but the Admiralty has permitted the 
publication of some recent records In 
which American destroyers, British de­ 
stroyers, motor launches and aubrns- 
lines hare played distinguished parts. 
Most Ars Mer# Boys. 
The brave fellows engaged In the 
work are, for the most part, mere boys, 
freoh-faced. clear-eyed youngsters, de­ 
void of nerves, always alert, cool and 
confident, who have to make up their 
minds and give their orders on the 
Instant, and who. In true navy style, 
perform their allotted tasks aud say 
nothing about them. 
Here Is a story of a successful en 
I 
Statement fought by two American de­ 
stroyers which were escorting a con- i 
▼oy of merchantmen. They sighted a 
periscope, which however, quickly dis 
appeared. 
Hushing to the spot the de­ 
stroyers dropped a depth charge and 
then wheeled back.

again appeared, as though heading for 
the convoy, and off went the destroy- 1 
ars full speed.

again the Americans opened fire, and 
then the Germans carne on deck, held 
up their hands and surrendered. The 
U-boat sank Just afterward, the sur­ 
vivors being taken on bonrd one of the 
destroyers. 
Here is a tale of an English com­ 
mander of a submarine just as It 
reached W hitehall: 
"10 a. rn.—-Highted hostile submarine. 
Attacked same. 
"10:03 a. rn.—Torpedoed submarine. 
H it with one torpedo amidships. 
Sub­ 
marine seen to blow up and disappear. 
Surface to look for survivors. 
Tut 
down Immediately by destroyers who 
flr«*d at me." 
But this yotmc commander wns n 


little more explicit In his footnote, as 
he might well be, for, having kept to 
sea and his appointed duty under cir­ 
cumstances of extreme difficulty and 
hazard, he took his fate In both hands, 
stalked the enemy and destroyed him. 
"During 
my 
attack," 
he 
wrote, 
"there was just enough sea to make 
depth keeping difficult 
I fired two 
torpedoes, and one hit at forward end 
of coming tower. 
A large column of 
yellow smoke, about one and a half 
times as high as the mast, woe observ­ 
ed and the submarine disappeared. 
The explosion was heard and felt In 
our own submarine. 
On the previous 
day the periscope had become very 
stiff to turn, and In the dark hours I 
attempted to rectify same, but while 
doing so I was forced to dive, and 
thus lost all the tools and nuta of the 
center bush. 
"While attacking It took two men be­ 
side myself to turn the periscope. For 
this reason I did not consider It pru­ 
dent to attack the destroyer after hav­ 
ing sunk the submarine. 
Lay ort Bottom Amid Enemy. 
"A fter torpedoing submarine I pro­ 
ceeded four miles northward and lay 
on the bottom. Many vessels through­ 
out the day were heard In close prox­ 
imity. Several explosions were heard, 
especially one very heavy one. It must 
have been dose, as the noise was con­ 
siderably louder than that of the tor* 
pedo. 
On one occasion n wire sweep 
scraped the whole length of the boa! 
along my port sidy, ami a vessel wa* 
heard to pasa directly overhead.” 
That Is all. 
The feelings of these 
gallant men, lying on the k**h bed. while 
death In Its most horrible form search­ 
ed around for them. are left to the 
Imagination. 
They made |s»rt safely 
and. after refitting, put off to sea 
agata. 
Tills deadly game of submarine 
against submarine Is the blindest and 
worst Of sea fighting. 
The hazard Is 
the highest that eau be Imagined, but 
It Is accepted by splendid men of the 
British aud American uavirn with a 


cheerful disregard for anything but 
duty. 
For not only must our under 


4ea craft run the risk of being fired 
on by enemy ships, but they have also 
to chance shots from British cruisers 
and umied vessels, who “let fly” when­ 
ever they see a periscope which they 
cannot Identify. 
Nelson Touch in One Fight. 
There was n Nelson touch about the 
destruction of one U-boat which would 


position favorable for attack, between 
HOO aud 0 0 0 yards from tho t ’-bont, 
which, unsuspecting, wns lying awash, 
her conning tower open. Some of her 
crew were Indeed spreading the wind 
screen In preparation for n trip on the 
surface. 
Little did they dream that in a few 
seconds they would he on their way to 
“Davy Jones’s Locker.” But so It hap­ 
pened. 
Away with a hiss went the 
t<yTM‘d ° e81 from her tubes, and r h they 
spoil on their errand the Britisher was 
shifted 
so that another tube was 
brought to bour on the enemy. 
Tile 
commander was taking no chances, 
and lf the bow tubes missed he was 
ready to have another go. 
But the 
bow tubes had been “well and truly 
laid” on the target, and twenty seeonds 
after the torpedoes had been fired a 
dull explosion was heard by the Brit­ 
ish crew. 
Oily Substance on Surface. 
But there was no sign of the U-boat. 
There was a great disturbance upon 
the wuter where the pirate had last 
been seen. and when the Britisher 
reached the spot the sea was found 
covpred with a thick layer of oily sub­ 
stance. 
A wireless to the depot port 
and another red dot went on the chart 
which records the fate of the pirates. 
lo the dawn of a bright morning a 
British submarine sighted an enemy 
Chout running on the s u r f a c e and at 
once dived to get luto a favorable po­ 
sition for attack. As the navy would 
any, she “proceeded as requisite” for 
fifteen minutes and, rising until her 
periscope was above water, picked up 
her quarry again. The skipper wanted 
to make sure of his game. 
Carefully and ex|»ert*y he maneuver­ 
ed his boat Into a favorable position.
